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Remarks 

Reconsideration of this Application is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-4, 8-61 and 66-80 are pending in the application, with 1,9, 16, 26, 35, 
45, 46, 48, 52, 53, 54, 56, 58, 60 and 61 being the independent claims. The Examiner 
rejected claims 35-45, 54-61, 68, 70 and 73 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as being directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. 

Applicants amended independent claims 35, 45, 54, 56, 58, 60, and 61 in their 
previous reply filed April 17, 2006, to overcome the pending § 101 rejection after 
consulting with the Examiner. Nevertheless, the Examiner has maintained his rejection 
of these claims. A telephone conference was conducted between the Examiner and the 
undersigned on July 13, 2006. The Examiner agreed that the previous amendment 
placed the claims in condition for allowance. Applicants therefore respectfully request 
that the rejection be withdrawn and that claims 35-45, 54-57, 60, 61, 68, 70 and 73 be 
passed to allowance.
